Prefatory  Remarks.  I  have  the  honour  to  present  herewith 
the  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  Medical  Inspection  of  Children, 
except  where  stated  otherwise,  in  the  Public  Elementary  Schools 
of  the  Administrative  County  of  Northampton,  exclusive  of  those 
schools  within  the  area  of  the  Urban  District  of  Kettering  where 
elementary  education  is  administered  separately.  The  period 
covered  by  the  report  is  the  year  1923. 

The  usual  administrative  particulars  required  for  the  report 
have  been  supplied,  as  in  past  years,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Edu¬ 
cation  Committee,  to  whom  I  desire  to  express  my  acknowledgments. 

The  total  number  of  Elementary  Schools  involved  in  the 
scheme  of  medical  supervision  is  264 — 75  Council  Schools  and  189 
Non-Provided  Schools — comprising  304  Departments  as  against 
306  Departments  for  the  year  1922.  The  average  number  of 
scholars  on  the  roll  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1923,  was  27,646, 
as  compared  with  28,248  scholars  for  the  year  ended  31st  March, 
1922.

(a)  Staff.  Dr.  J.  H.  Mason,  the  late  School  Medical  Officer, 
resigned  his  appointment  under  the  Committee  as  from  15th  May, 
1923.  Consequent  upon  this,  I  was  appointed  School  Medical 
Officer  to  the  Education  Committee  as  from  16th  May,  1923,  and 
Dr.  J.  Perry  Walker  was  appointed  to  the  Inspecting  Staff  as  from 
20th  August,  1923. 

The  staff  has  been  during  the  year,  therefore,  as  follows  : — 

School  Medical  Officer  :  J.  H.  Mason,  M.B.,  D.P.H.,  to  15th 
May,  1923  ;  C.  E.  Paget,  M.R.C.S.,  D.P.H.,  from  16th  May,  1923. 

Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  :  J.  Perry  Walker,  M.B., 
Ch.B.,  from  20th  August,  1923  ;  Mrs.  M.  J.  Newton,  M.B.,  Ch.B. 

School  Dentist  :  H.  J.  Barrand,  L.D.S.,  to  28th  February,  1923  ; 
H.  Walmsley,  L.D.S.,  from  1st  March,  1923. 

School  Nurses  :  Sister  M.  Mason  (Wellingborough,  Rushden, 
and  Higham  Ferrers  District),  and  seventy-three  part-time  Nurses 
in  the  employ  of  the  Northamptonshire  Nursing  Association. 

Demonstrator  of  Physical  Training  :  W.  H.  Abbott. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Wellingborough,  etc.  School  Nurse 
has  her  time  most  fully  occupied  in  dealing  with  inspections,  routine 
and  special,  throughout  the  District,  and  with  minor  ailments  in  the 
Wellingborough  area. 

(b)  Physical  Training  in  Public  Elementary  Schools. 
Mention  was  made  in  the  report  for  the  year  1922  of  an  arrangement 
whereby  one  of  the  Education  Committee’s  staff  of  Emergency 
Teachers — Mr.  W.  H.  Abbott — visited  the  Public  Elementary 
Schools  with  a  view  to  raising  the  standard  of  Physical  Training 
given  to  scholars.  From  1st  April,  1921,  the  date  of  his  appoint¬ 
ment  as  an  Emergency  Teacher,  down  to  the  18th  December,  1922, 
Mr.  Abbott  devoted  two  days  a  week  (irrespective  of  Evening  and 
Saturday  Classes  of  Physical  Instruction  for  Teachers)  to  this 
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special  work  in  the  Schools.  From  the  1st  December,  1922,  he  was 
appointed  full-time  Demonstrator  of  Physical  Training.  It  should 
be  recalled  here  that  Mr.  Abbott  is  a  trained  Certificated  Teacher 
who  in  1920  underwent  a  special  course  in  Physical  Training  at  the 
City  Training  College,  Sheffield,  which  course  is  recognised  as 
qualifying  the  student  both  to  give  instruction  and  to  have  the 
oversight  of  instruction  in  Physical  Training  on  the  most  ap¬ 
proved  modern  methods. 

Mr.  Abbott’s  full-time  appointment  has  involved  no  alteration 
in  the  method  of  his  work  ;  as  before,  he  spends  the  whole  day  school 
time  in  periodically  visiting  schools,  seeing  the  Physical  Training 
in  progress,  conferring  with  the  teachers,  giving  model  lessons,  and 
generally  taking  such  measures  as  appear  to  him  desirable  for  the 
improvement  of  the  physical  training  of  the  children  ;  but  he  is 
now  able  to  cover  the  ground  much  faster  and  he  has  now  practically 
completed  his  preliminary  tour  of  the  County  Schools.  The  result 
of  this  work  is  becoming  apparent  in  the  improvement  and  modern¬ 
isation  of  the  Physical  Training  methods  in  use,  in  accordance  with 
the  revised  syllabus  of  the  Board  of  Education.  I  am  glad  to  be 
able  to  record  the  receipt  from  the  Board  of  Education  of  a  report 
by  H.M.  Staff  Inspector  of  Physical  Training,  made  after  visits  to 
County  Schools  during  the  period  ended  the  1st  December,  1923, 
which  speaks  in  high  terms  of  the  work  which  Mr.  Abbott  is  doing 
in  the  County  and  of  the  personal  qualities  which  he  brings  to  the 

task. 


The  day  school  visits  are  followed  by  Classes  for  Teachers 
in  the  areas  where  the  Demonstrator  has  been  working.  Since 
my  last  report,  classes  have  been  held  at  Guilsborough  and  Daventry 
and  other  classes  are  arranged  for  the  current  year.  In  the  report 
of  the  Staff  Inspector  it  is  stated  that  “  Classes  for  Teachers  have 
“  been  conducted  in  seven  different  areas  and  there  is  little  doubt 
“  that  the  teachers  have  been  given  a  most  useful  introduction  to 
“  the  new  ideas  and  methods  of  the  Board’s  revised  syllabus  of 
“  physical  Training.  It  is  anticipated  that  these  classes  will  bring 
“  about  a  considerable  improvement  in  the  general  standard  of 
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“  work  within  a  short  time.”  It  may  be  mentioned  that  the  Guils- 
borough  and  Daventry  Classes,  though  drawing  teachers  from  rural 
areas  where  the  travelling  of  long  distances  was  necessarily  involved, 
showed  very  good  attendance  figures  and  were  undoubtedly  much 
enjoyed  by  the  students. 

These  classes  include  Instruction  in  Country  Dancing,  which 
occupies  a  prominent  place  in  the  Board  of  Education  Syllabus, 
and  have  done  much  to  help  on  the  revival  of  interest  in  this  subj  ect 
both  in  the  schools  and  in  the  villages  generally — a  revival  which 
is  also  being  fostered  by  the  recent  formation  of  a  County  Branch 
of  the  English  Folk  Dance  Society  in  this  as  in  other  Counties. 

(c)  Physical  Training  Classes  in  Evening  Schools. 
Physical  Training  was  included  in  the  curriculum  of  each  of  the 
Evening  Schools  at  which  Classes  were  held  in  the  Session  1922-23. 
There  are  now  nine  classes  being  conducted  as  follows  :  For  women 
and  girls  at  Irthlingborough  (1),  Kettering,  Rockingham  Road  (3), 
and  Rush  den  (1),  and  for  both  sexes  at  Rothwell  (2)  and  Welling¬ 
borough  (2). 

(d)  Co-operation  of  Parents.  The  percentage  of  parents 
attending  the  routine  inspections  during  the  year  was  59-3,  as 
against  56'8  for  the  year  1922,  and  594  for  the  year  1921.  All 
these  rates  are  good,  when  compared  with  the  figures  for  earlier 
years — 5T2  for  1909,  49-6  for  1910,  and  53-26  for  1911. 

(e)  Blind,  Deaf,  and  Defective  Children.  During  the 
year,  two  children  have  entered  Institutions  for  the  deaf,  and  the 
responsibility  for  one  child  was  taken  over  from  the  Warwickshire 
Education  Committee.  No  child  from  the  Authority's  area  left 
Institutions  during  the  year,  so  that  in  December  there  were  in 
Institutions  nine  blind,  eleven  deaf,  and  one  mentally  defective. 
Table  III.  sets  out  the  total  number  of  all  exceptional  children  in 
the  Area. 

One  of  the  six  boys  attending  an  Institution  for  the  Blind, 
under  the  Higher  Education  Regulations,  left  in  July,  and  one  also 
in  December,  1923. 
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Extent  of  Medical  Inspection.  Owing  to  the  vacancy  created  in 
the  inspecting  staff  from  the  middle  of  May  to  the  commencement 
of  school-work  in  the  beginning  of  September,  certain  schools  in  the 
Brackley,  Finedon,  Irthlingborough  and  Wellingborough  Urban 
Districts  were  not  brought  under  routine  inspection  during  the  year 
under  review.  As,  however,  such  schools  were  inspected  in  Dec¬ 
ember,  1922,  and  to  be  re-inspected  in  January,  1924,  the  work  has 
not  been  seriously  interrupted.  Visits,  for  special  inspections  only, 
were  paid  during  the  year  in  five  of  the  ten  school  attendance 
districts.  The  other  five  districts  would  have  been  so  inspected  but 
for  the  vacancy  already  referred  to. 


The  following  table  shows,  on  the  plan  of  previous  years,  the 
full  number  of  the  public  elementary  school  children  who  were 
examined  during  the  year  1923,  arranged  in  age  groups  irrespective 
of  sex,  together  with  the  corresponding  corrected  figures  for  the 
year  1922,  for  the  sake  of  comparison.

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Table  I.  attached  to  this  Report  separates  into  classes  the 
total  number  of  inspections  for  the  year.  With  regard  to  Section 
B.  of  the  Table,  it  should  be  stated  that  the  number  of  special 
inspections  shown  is  the  total  number  of  children  who  were  pre¬ 
sented  not  in  routine  groups,  including  those  children  who  were  seen 
at  inspections  in  previous  years  and  who  came  up  for  re-inspection, 
but  excluding  the  second  inspection  of  those  who  were  seen  twice 
during  the  year  1923.  The  figure  given  for  re-inspections  in  the 
section  is  the  number  of  children  who  were  seen  more  than  once 
during  the  year  either  at  Schools  or  at  the  inspection  centres.  The 
total  number  of  inspections  was,  therefore,  10,149,  and  the  total 
number  of  individual  children  examined  was  9,003. 

Heights  and  Weights.  Tables  V.  and  VI.  appended  to  the 
report  show  the  recorded  facts  as  to  heights  and  weights  of  the 
children  examined  during  the  year,  in  respect  of  the  public  elemen¬ 
tary  and  secondary  schools  respectively.  It  is  only  with  the  larger 
groups  shewn  in  the  Tables  that  comparison  with  previous  years 
is  justified  ;  but  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  averages  are  good, 
and  that  there  is  no  clear  backward  movement  from  the  improved 
averages  recorded  for  the  previous  three  years. 

Findings  of  Medical  Inspection.  The  Official  records  as  to 
findings  of  medical  inspection  are  set  out  in  Table  II.  at  the  end 
of  the  report,  which  is  drawn  up  by  the  Board  of  Education.  These 
records  have  been  specially  analysed,  in  accordance  with  the  practice 
in  previous  years,  and  have  yielded  the  following  information. 

(a)  Nutrition.  Of  the  284  children  found  at  the  routine 
inspections  to  be  below  the  standard  of  normal  nutrition,  of  which 
7  were  referred  for  treatment  and  277  to  be  kept  under  observation, 
none  were  classified  as  “  bad.”  The  rate  of  “  excellent  ”  nutrition 
was  5-83  per  cent,  as  against  7-28  per  cent,  in  1922,  and  the  rate  of 
“  normal  ”  nutrition  was  89-94  per  cent,  as  against  89-04  per  cent,  in 
1922.  There  was  thus  a  total  of  normal  and  excellent  nutrition 
for  the  year  amounting  to  95-77  per  cent.,  as  against  96-32  per  cent, 
in  1922,  94-78  per  cent,  in  1921,  and  95'55  per  cent,  in  1920.  When 
allowance  is  made  for  the  reduced  amount  of  routine  inspection 
for  the  year,  the  result  under  this  heading  for  1923  is  distinctly 
satisfactory. 
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(b)  Uncleanliness.  There  is  not  room  for.  relaxation  of 
vigilance  in  the  efforts  being  made  to  secure  and  regular^  maintain 
a  right  standard  in  respect  of  cleanliness  among  school-children. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  the  efforts  so  directed  in  this  County 
have  not  been  unrewarded,  but  it  is  certain  that  the  exercise  of 
watchfulness  over  the  scholars  requires  to  be  maintained. 

The  total  percentage  of  cleanliness  of  head  and  of  body,  found  on 
routine  inspections,  is  shown  in  respect  of  several  years  past  in  the 
following  tabulation.

These  figures  relate  to  the  complete  totals  of  the  two  sexes 
together  ;  the  handicap  in  respect  of  the  figures  relating  to  the 
“  head  ”  lies  in  the  long  hair  of  the  girl  scholars.  The  rates  for  the 
year  1923  show  improving  conditions  since  the  year  1919,  but  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  better  results  may  yet  be  achieved. 

(c)  Nose  and  Throat.  Following  the  plan  of  my  last  report, 
it  will  be  convenient  to  place  the  conditions  of  the  routine  inspection 
scholars  for  the  year  1923,  in  respect  of  affections  of  the  nose  and 
throat,  in  tabular  form  as  follows

The  total  absence  of  defect  noted  for  the  year  was  less  than  that 
for  the  four  previous  years,  the  percentages  then  being  79-68  in  1922, 
81-36  in  1921,  79-45  in  1920,  and  80-64  in  1919.  It  is  to  be  noted, 
however,  that  the  rate  for  1923  of  those  having  tonsils  slightly 
enlarged  was  15-07  per  cent,  as  against  12-29  per  cent,  in  1922,  while 
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that  of  those  with  much  enlarged  tonsils  was  only  fractionally  above 
the  preceding  year.  The  rate  for  observed  “  mouth  breathers 
was  6-15  per  cent,  as  against  5-39  per  cent,  in  1922.  The  rates  in 
respect  of  adenoids,  whether  slight  or  marked,  were  fractionally 
lower  than  for  the  year  1922.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  of  the 
208  cases  of  adenoids  referred  for  treatment,  102  or  nearly  50-0  per 
cent,  had  received  treatment  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

(d)  Tuberculosis.  The  total  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis 
noted  at  the  routine  inspections  was  38,  as  against  47  in  the  year 
1922.  They  were  classified  as  follows  Pulmonary  6,  Suspected 
pulmonary  24,  Non- Pulmonary  8,  of  which  5  were  glandular  and  3 
in  which  bones  or  joints  were  affected. 

During  the  year,  24  children  were  excluded  from  attendance 
at  School  for  varying  periods,  after  examination  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer. 

All  doubtful  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  in  which  no  private  medical 
practitioner  is  in  attendance,  are  referred,  through  the  Public 
Health  Department,  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  are  only  re¬ 
admitted  to  School  on  his  certifying  as  to  their  physical  fitness. 

The  figures  on  Table  III.  are  all  absentees,  i.e.,  children  excluded 
on  the  certificate  of  the  private  medical  practitioner  and  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer,  plus  exclusions  continued  from  previous  years. 

(e)  Skin  Disease.  There  was  a  gratifying  diminution  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  skin  disease  found  on  the  routine  inspections, 
the  rate  of  freedom  for  the  year  being  99-24  per  cent.,  as  against 
98-97  per  cent,  in  1922,  98-88  in  1921,  and  98-93  in  1920.  There 
were  only  4  cases  of  ringworm  of  the  body  and  1  of  the  head,  making 
a  total  number  of  5  cases  as  against  21  in  1922  and  23  in  1921.  The 
number  of  cases  of  impetigo,  moreover,  showed  no  increase,  after 
allowing  for  the  slightly  decreased  number  of  children  examined 
during  the  year.  On  special  inspections,  ringworm  was  found  in 
five  other  cases  and  impetigo  in  fourteen. 
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(f)  External  Eye  Disease.  Though  the  rate  of  freedom 
from  external  eye  disease  was  found  to  be  fractionally  less  than  for 
the  previous  three  years,  it  was  still  a  highly  satisfactory  one,  being 

98- 58  per  cent.,  as  against  98-98  in  1922,  98-94  in  1921,  and  98-86 
in  1920.  Of  the  whole  number  of  defects  noted,  63  per  cent,  were 
of  blepharitis  (inflammation  of  the  eyelids)  ;  there  were  only  twelve 
cases  of  conjunctivitis  and  only  six  with  corneal  opacities.  The 
slightly  diminshed  rate  of  freedom  from  disease  was  entirely  due 
to  the  rate  for  blepharitis  having  been  above  the  average. 

(g)  Ear  Disease  and  Hearing.  No  disease  of  the  ear  was 
found  in  99-29  per  cent,  of  the  children  examined  on  routine  in¬ 
spections,  as  against  98-51  per  cent,  in  1922,  99-42  per  cent,  in  1921, 
and  99-38  per  cent,  in  1920.  Obstruction  in  the  ear  was  found  in 
a  total  of  only  6  children,  and  the  main  cause  of  complaint  was 
referrable  to  otorrhcea.  Hearing,  which  is  tested  at  a  distance  of 
20  feet  from  each  ear,  was  found  to  be  normal  in  99-59  per  cent, 
of  the  children  examined,  as  against  99-76  per  cent,  in  1922,  and 

99- 85  per  cent,  in  1921.  All  these  rates  may  be  considered  as 
very  satisfactory.

(h)  Vision.  During  the  year  defective  vision  examinations 
were  conducted  at  the  following  centres,  the  figures  in  brackets 
being  the  total  number  of  children  seen  at  each  centre  : — 

Wellingborough  (120),  Northampton  (114),  Kettering  (55), 
Daventry  (42),  Brackley  (27),  Woodford  Halse  (22),  Oundle  (22), 
Rushden  (17),  Kings  Cliffe  (16),  Corby  (16),  Rothwell  (14),  Thrapston 
(14),  Desborough  (14),  Raunds  (13),  Towcester  (8),  Banbury  (10), 
Wootton  (8).  This  makes  a  total  of  532  children  examined  during 
the  year  ;  of  these,  351  were  new  cases  and  181  were  re-examinations. 

Of  the  children  examined,  496  were  pupils  from  Public  Ele¬ 
mentary  Schools  and  36  from  Secondary  Schools  ;  spectacles  were 
found  to  be  unnecessary  for  51  and  1  respectively  in  these  groups. 
Applications  for  assistance  towards  the  provision  of  spectacles 
were  granted  by  the  Committee  in  28  instances,  the  total  amount 
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remitted  being  £5  3s.  6d.,  as  against  £5  10s.  6d.  in  respect  of  27 
cases  in  the  year  1922.  Spectacles  were  obtained  privately  in 
respect  of  four  children,  and  in  38  cases  the  required  spectacles 
had  not  been  obtained  by  the  end  of  the  year  ;  certain  of  these 
last  children  have,  however,  obtained  spectacles  since  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  current  year.  Owing  to  the  break  in  continuity 
of  Officers  undertaking  the  refraction  work,  it  is  not  possible  to 
give  any  useful  clinical  summary  of  this  work  for  1923,  but  I  antici¬ 
pate  that  Dr.  Perry  Walker  will  be  in  a  position  to  make  such 
summary  of  his  observations  during  1924  for  incorporation  in  my 
next  report. 

(i)  Dental  Defect.  Inspections  were  held  during  the  year 
at  148  School  departments,  and  the  children  were  treated  sub¬ 
sequently.  The  numbers  of  children  inspected  and  treated  are 
set  out  in  Table  IV.  at  the  end  of  this  Report  ;  but  it  may  be  said 
here  that  3,392  children  at  routine  age  groups  and  574  specials, 
or  a  total  of  3,966  children  were  inspected  by  the  School  Dentist. 
Of  these  children,  3,056  were  found  to  require  treatment  and  1,593 
were  actually  treated. 

Under  the  scheme  for  the  year,  the  children  to  be  inspected 
were  those  of  from  6  to  8  years  of  age,  together  with  those  seen  at 
previous  inspections  and  those  special  cases  presented  at  the  instance 
of  parents  or  head  teachers.  This  scheme  will  result  in  an  in¬ 
creasing  number  of  children  being  presented  at  each  school  as  time 
goes  on,  enhanced  by  the  increasing  tendency  on  the  part  of  parents 
to  desire  treatment  for  their  children  by  the  School  Dentist,  and  the 
question  of  strengthening  the  means  for  treatment  must  soon  arise. 
In  the  meantime,  with  the  change  of  Dentist,  the  work  will  be 
closely  followed  ;  but  it  does  not  seem  possible  at  the  present  time 
for  the  School  Dentist  to  cover  the  work  for  the  County  in  less  than 
two  years. 

The  following  table  shows  the  work  of  the  dental  staff  since 
the  inception  of  the  scheme  in  September,  1920  :* —

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  children  inspected  during  1923 
is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  then  School  Dentist  ceased 
work  on  the  16th  of  November,  and  also  by  the  fact  that  a  larger 
amount  of  treatment  is  now  being  given.  Applications  for  assist¬ 
ance  were  granted  in  60  cases,  the  total  amount  of  fees  remitted 
being  £6  2s.  6d.  The  total  amount  received  during  the  year  in  fees 
for  dental  treatment  was  £148. 

Of  the  children  examined  by  the  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officers,  3,245  or  48T8  per  cent,  were  found  to  have  dirty  teeth, 
as  against  4,100,  or  5T99  per  cent.,  for  the  year  1922.  The  pro¬ 
portion  of  children  found  on  routine  inspection  with  sound  teeth 
amounted  to  only  19-57  per  cent.,  as  against  28-45  per  cent,  in  1922  ; 
in  36-29  per  cent,  of  the  children  examined  four  or  more  teeth  were 
found  to  be  decayed. 

Infectious  Diseases.  The  number  of  School  Departments  closed 
during  the  year  for  varying  periods  on  account  of  the  prevalence 
of  infectious  disease  amounted  to  113,  and  were  accountable  for  as 
follows  : — Measles  70,  Influenza  21,  Scarlet  Fever  8,  Whooping 
Cough  7,  Diphtheria  3,  Chicken  Pox  3,  Mumps  1.  These  113 
closures  are  comparable  with  141  closures  in  the  year  1922,  46  in 
1921,  and  88  in  1920,  so  that,  though  above  the  average,  they  were 
responsible  for  less  disturbance  of  school  work  than  in  the  preceding 
year. 

School  Nursing.  The  figures  relating  to  the  work  performed 
by  the  School  Nurses  during  the  year  are  set  out  in  Group  V.  of 
Table  IV. '  at  the  end  of  this  Report.  Those  figures  are  inclusive 
of  the  visits  paid  by  the  Committee’s  whole-time  Nurse  for  Welling¬ 
borough,  Rushden,  and  Higham  Ferrers,  and  of  those  paid  by  the 
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Nurses  in  the  employ  of  the  Northamptonshire  Nursing  Association 
and  its  affiliated  local  associations.  The  particulars  show  that,  at 
the  Nurses’  visits  to  the  Schools,  just  over  3  per  cent,  of  the  children 
inspected  are  found  to  be  in  varying  states  of  uncleanliness. 

In  addition  to  dealing  with  cases  of  uncleanliness,  the  Nurses 
follow  up  cases  of  children  found  on  medical  inspection  to  have 
defects  in  need  of  attention.  During  the  year  the  Nurses  had  1,381 
children  under  observation  for  such  other  conditions,  and  paid  5,342 
visits  to  the  homes  of  children  for  the  purpose  of  advising  parents 
as  to  cleansing  or  as  to  the  treatment  of  defects.  Although,  as 
shewn  already  earlier  in  this  Report,  the  conditions  as  to  cleanliness 
found  on  routine  inspections  during  1923  were  more  favourable 
than  for  some  years  past,  there  is  no  ground  whatever  for  any 
relaxation  in  watchfulness  and  education  in  this  direction. 

The  Committee’s  whole-time  Nurse  has  the  oversight  of  the 
Public  Elementary  Schools  in  Wellingborough,  Rush  den  and 
Higham  Ferrers,  with  an  average  attendance  of  4918  children. 
She  also  attends  at  the  Wellingborough  Park  Street  School  Clinic 
each  morning  in  alternate  weeks  to  give  simple  treatment  to  children 
with  minor  ailments  who  require  it.  In  addition,  she  attends  with 
the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  and  the  School  Dentist  at  their 
visits  of  inspection  to  the  Schools  in  the  area,  and  this  work  occupied 
55  days  during  the  past  year. 

Treatment.  The  figures  as  to  treatment  in  respect  of  certain 
specified  defects  in  school  children,  as  required  by  the  Board  of 
Education,  are  given  in  Table  IV.,  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

Minor  Ailments  Treatment  was  provided  at  the  Welling¬ 
borough  Park  Street  School  Clinic,  and  the  Committee’s  School 
Nurse  there  attended  to  219  children  during  the  year.  Particulars 
of  these  children  are  shewn  in  Group  I.  of  Table  IV.,  already  referred 
to.  In  addition  to  these  children,  there  were  144  cases  of  unclean¬ 
liness  dealt  with  at  the  Clinic,  and  the  total  number  of  attendances 
made  by  children  amounted  to  2,258  during  the  year. 
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The  Board  of  Education  circularised  the  Authority  in  October* 
1922,  with  reference  to  the  question  of  payments  for  medical  treat¬ 
ment,  indicating  certain  general  lines  of  procedure  which  should  be 
followed.  The  Circular  was  considered  by  the  Committee,  who 
decided  that  they  saw  no  reason  for  departing  from  their  practice 
of  dealing  with  each  application  for  assistance  individually.  Corres¬ 
pondence  with  the  Board  followed  and,  on  the  25th  July,  1923, 
the  Board  stated  that  they  were  prepared  to  accept  the  Authority’s 
Scheme  for  parents’  payments  for  the  medical  treatment  of  children. 

Health  Week.  The  Education  Committee  were  approached 
to  assist  in  making  arrangements  for  the  organisation  of  a  Health 
Week  during  the  Autumn.  The  funds  for  the  purpose  were  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  County  Insurance  Committee,  certain  of  whose  members 
with  representatives  of  the  Public  Health  and  Education  Com¬ 
mittees  of  the  County  Council,  were  in  charge  ultimately  of  the 
programme. 

The  selected  centres  were  Irthlingborough,  Oundle,  Rothwell 
and  Rushden.  The  Head  Teachers  of  the  Elementary  Schools  in 
these  Urban  Districts  were  authorised  to  vary  the  school  time-tables 
in  order  to  allow  the  children  to  attend  demonstrations,  lectures, 
exhibitions  of  films,  etc.  on  health  subjects.  The  Assistant  School 
Medical  Officers  and  the  School  Dentist  addressed  the  teachers  and 
scholars  on  matters  relating  to  the  health  of  children,  or  otherwise 
assisted.  The  Teachers  gave  talks  to  the  children,  and  the  children 
themselves  gave  displays  of  Dancing  and  Physical  Exercises.  In 
addition,  Col.  J.  A.  Ellis,  M.A.,  B.Sc.,  a  Lecturer  engaged  by  the 
Insurance  Committee,  gave  lectures,  illustrated  by  cinema  films, 
to  the  children. 

There  can,  I  think,  be  no  doubt  of  the  advantages  likely  to 
accrue  from  these  occasional  practical  steps  towards  interesting 
young  scholars  in  matters  affecting  their  individual  well-being. 

Secondary  School  Inspections.  The  six  Schools  wholly  main¬ 
tained  by  the  Local  Education  Authority  are  examined  as  early 
as  possible  each  term.  The  children  inspected  are  :■ — 


(a)  entrants  ; 

(b)  children  who  will  reach  12  years  of  age  during  the  term  ; 

(c)  children  who  will  reach  15  years  of  age  during  the  term  ; 

(d)  children  who  will  leave  at  the  end  of  the  term  ; 

(e)  children  who  were  marked  at  previous  inspections  to  be 

seen  again  ;  and 

(f)  special  cases  presented  by  the  Head  Teachers.

The  Daventry  Grammar,  Kettering  Grammar,  and  Towcester 
Grammar  Schools  were  inspected  by  Dr.  Mason,  or  by  Dr.  Walker, 
and  the  Brackley  High,  Kettering  High,  and  Wellingborough  High 
Schools  by  Dr.  Newton.  The  Daventry,  Kettering  and  Towcester 
Grammar  Schools  were  not  inspected  during  the  Summer  term  owing 
to  there  being  an  interregnum  between  the  departure  of  Dr.  Mason 
and  the  coming  of  Dr.  Walker. 

In  respect  of  the  examinations  of  Entrants,  Normal  Vision 
was  found  to  be  present  in  88-64  per  cent,  of  the  boys  and  80-45 
per  cent,  of  the  girls,  as  against  80-41  and  85-16  per  cent,  respectively 
for  the  year  1922.  There  was  one  case  of  Conjunctivitis  among  the 
boys,  and  there  were  four  cases  of  Blepharitis  and  one  other  case 
of  External  Eye  Disease  among  the  girls. 


As  regards  Teeth,  52*27  per  cent,  of  the  boys  had  less  than  four 
decayed,  and  1T36  per  cent,  four  or  more  decayed,  as  against  49*48 
and  24*74  per  cent,  respectively  in  the  year  1922  ;  similarly,  among 
the  girls,  the  percentages  were  38*35  and  29*32  as  against  36*81  and 
21*42.  Unclean  condition  of  teeth  was  found  in  40  cases  among 
the  boys  and  in  47  cases  among  the  girls. 

Uncleanliness  of  the  head  (nits  onfy)  was  found  among  14  of 
the  girls,  as  against  17  in  the  year  1922. 

Excellent  Nutrition  was  recorded  in  5  cases  among  the  boys, 
and  in  12  cases  among  the  girls.  No  case  of  bad  nutrition  was 
found,  but  in  respect  of  nine  of  the  boys  and  four  of  the  girls  nutrition 
was  below  normal.
